Breast fed 
babies are immun to measles until they 
reach 5 months of age, In spite of this 
fact, three-fourths of al) the thousands 
of deaths due to measles occur in babies 


the better able he is to go through 
measies safely. Dr. Herman’s plan is as 
follows: 

Whenever a child has had measles, 
give him a certificate to that effect. This 
makes. it possible; when measles is 
around, to concentrate care on those 
ho have not had the disease. The more 
important part of the plan relates to 
vaccination. He suggests that every 
baby be vaccinated against measles just 
before he gets to be 5 months of age. If 
this be done with blood serum from chi!- 
dren convalescent from tae disease, an 
immunity, lasting eight weeks, is con- 
ferred. This is long enough to carry the 
child past the.danger point of a given 
local outoreak. The vaccination works 
on an exposed child if the injection is 
given within four days after exposure, 
This method Dr. Herman modifies as 
follows: 


He takes some sauna secretion directly 
from the running nose of a child in the 
early stage of measles, This he mixes 
with normal salt solution. This mix- 
ture is centrifuged and the clear liquid 
is used as a vaccine, This vaccine is 
thrown into the nose of a. baby 4 to 5 
months old. The baby has two or three 
days of fever, with some running of the 
nose, and then gets well. This method 
of vaccination confers an immunity 
two years. .
